A number lyke 
examples of their gentleneſſe and kindneſſe might be al- 


leadged, but becauſe J would be bꝛeefe, theſe fewe ſhall 
ſerue at this time. a 
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Ok like trueth it is, that Papiſtrie being an Herelle, 
oꝛ rather a bondle made vp of an infinite number of Vere- 
fries : muſt nedes haue the pꝛopertie of Hereſie, to flou⸗ 
riſhe with indulgence and lenitie. e ſe the lyke ex- 
ample in the ſect of Arrians , which vnder hereticall Em⸗ 


pa iſtrie increa- 
ſeth and flouti- 


ſneth by lenitie. 


perours erceedinglte increaſed: and being once condem⸗ 


ned and reſtrained by pumlhment , hath woꝛne away fo a 
fewe . So farre as king Henrie the eight went in reſoꝛ⸗ 
ming Religion , which was to aboliſhe the p2imacte of 
Rome out of this Realme(a noble conqueſt) with certaine 


groſſe Jdolatries : did not the ſeueritie of his Lawes , the 
awe of his perſon , and the dꝛead of due execution, ſo holde | 
downe thoſe partes of Papiſtrie which he ſuppzelſed, that 


they durlt not once ſhewe themſelues in his dayes And 
pet in the ſame time, the greeuous lawe of ſire Articles 


made againſt Gods trueth, and ſiniſterlie pꝛocured by the 


Popiſh Clergie, noꝛ yet the earneſt inquirie , noz cruell 
executing of if by Biſhoppes and other, could holde downe 


the trueth of the Golpell: but that it bzake out moze and 


monꝛe vpon them. 

The reaſon is, that Papiſtry and Chꝛiſtian trueth haue 
two ſeuerall endes: trueth reſpecteth Heauen, and Papi⸗ 
ſtrie the woꝛld. Mhereby their aduentures and enter⸗ 
pꝛiſes are commonlie diuers: the Papiſt dare boldlie ſet 
vpon any miſcherfe, where he hath hope to auaunce his 
falſchwod : the Chꝛiſtian dare conſtauntlie abide any to 
ment, to giue witneſſe of Gods trueth . And ſuch qualitie 
of Gods trueth haue the auncient Fathers deſcribed, when 
one of them calleth the blood of Barty:es : The water to 


Chriſtian tructh 
reſpecteth Hea- 


uen, and Papiſtzy 
the world, 


water Gods Garden, an other ſayth : That they encreaſe 


with cutting downe , and other in other manner haue ex- 
pzꝛeſled the lame meaning. 

But now being vnder a Cheiſtian Pzince in dayes of 
reit (bleſſed be almightie God, and long p2eſerned be her 
Maieſtie the inſtrument of it) as it is not meete that Gods 


Church, after Iulian the Apoſtataes manner, be —

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to make if increaſe , but holden downe with god diſct- 


pline foz manners , that it growe not wilde and runne 
into wantonneſſe : ſo is not the Church of the Deuill to 
be maintained and multiplied with indulgence, winking 
und ſlackneſſe of co2rection , but with god ſeueritie to be 
reſtrained, that it growe not to ſuch rankneſſe, as to choke 
the true Church in deede . Mercie map haue her exceſle, 


and clemencie may be great crueltie, when it ouerfloweth 


to the god mens daunger. 
The other Concluſions that ſollowe, haue great diffe⸗ 
rente from theſe whereof J haue made ſome explication, 
pet haue J not made ſo large an explication, as trueth is 
well and eaſilie able to furniſhe, neither tan J ſo well 


- make it, as the expediente of the cauſe aſketh, to giue the 


vauntage of eloquence to the godneſſe of the matter, to 
helpe to dꝛawe it into credite, and effec of well mwuing. 

But being as it is, rude and true, great cunning and 
fineneſle is the leſſe needefull : where thoſe ( foꝛ whome it 
is intended) are ſo wiſe , as it is farre moꝛe eaſie fo2 naked 
troth to enfozme them, then foꝛ any gate ſpeeche to leade 


them. 
As foꝛ the other Concluſtons that followe : J neither 
haue noꝛ will wade ſo farre in them, becauſe they are mat- 


ters of conſultation and meditation. The effect thereof, 


which is the lafe pꝛeleruation of the Qucenes ropall Pa- 


ieſtie and the Realme , the auoiving of daungers that 
thꝛeaten the ſame , the eſtabliſhing of alluredneſle, — 
Councellours and Subiectes , the taking auauntage of o⸗ 
poꝛtunitie and occaſions, the weeding out of deceiners and 


vnderminers, the defence of her Paieſties honour and 
dignitp, the meanes to aunſwer their charge toward God, 


and namelie, in dealing with men as they be affectioned to 
02 acainft God. 


The effect I ſaye of theſe other Concluſions, J knowe 


do continuallie buſte her Maieſtie and her moſt honou⸗ 
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able Counſailonrs in thinking on them, and pzoniving 


fo2 them : therefoze it ſhall no furder occupie me and other 
meane Dubieces , then in p:ayer and readineſſe fo {xn 
as her Maieſtie and her Countell ſhall ſe fitte to imploy 
vs. It ſhall ſuffiſe me, and ſo ought it to content all other, 
fo knowe as we do knowe, what a wiſe Pzince we hane, 
what god Councell the hath choſen, how well they haue 
gouerned, what fruite we hane had of it : ſo as no- 
thing is left to vs, but to gine thankes, to be⸗ 
ware that our ſinnes giue not the occaſton 
of loſſe and chaunge, to ſerue dueti⸗ 
fullte, and to pzay deuoutlie.

| matters here together, as if thou hedfullie 
marke, thou mayſt make great p2ofite of 
then: . And in trueth great neede thou haſt 

Cy >! tobe carefull of them, fo Papiſtes were
